MOTION APPEALING DECISION OF HEARING OFFICER 


The Board, meeting at its offices in Concord, New Hampshire, 

on December 12, 1995, took the following actions:

It reviewed the County's motion appealing the 
decision of the hearing officer filed on 
November 3 ,  1995 and the Association's request 
for denial of motion of appeal filed on 
November 17, 1995. 

It examined the County's unfair labor practice 

(ULP) complaint filed May 23, 1995 and the 

Association's answer filed June 6, 1995 noting, 

in particular, that the County's ULP complaint 

was that the Association "improperly attempt[edl 

to invoke arbitration" which was a breach of 

contract in violation of RSA 273-A:5 II (f). 


It reviewed the decision (Decision No. 95-91) 

of the hearing officer in this matter dated 

October 4, 1995, noting, again, that the 

decision was confined to the arbitrability 

issue raised in these proceedings, directed 

only that the parties proceed to arbitration 
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as contemplated by Article XVIII of the parties’ 

collective bargaining agreement, and provided 

no disposition as to the merits of the dispute 

which were not part of the ULP complaint which 

was filed. 


4. 	 It AFFIRMED the foregoing decision of the hearing 

officer, including the directive that the parties 

proceed to arbitration, and DENIED the motion 

appealing the decision of the hearing officer.
